Ansel M. Hilt, to whom this town report is dedi- 
cated, served Warren as selectman for twenty-seven 
consecutive years, between 1919 and 1946, eighteen years 
of that time as chairman of the board. 


On reaching his eighty-third birthday, in March, 
1946, he refused nomination for that office, in which he 
had served so faithfully and well. 


He was a native of this town, born here March 16, 
1863, son of Peter and Sevelia Skinner Hilt. He attend- 
ed Warren High School. 


He was a member of Warren Lodge IOOF., and of 
Mystic Rebekah Lodge, from 1895 to the time of his 
death, Sept. 20, 1953. He held the office of secretary 
in the Odd Fellows for fourteen years. 


Mr. Hilt was a member of the Rockland Encamp- 
ment, the Grand Lodge, IOOF., and the Grand Encamp- 
ment of Maine. For an eight year period, he was district 
deputy Grand Master of IOOF Lodges in this district, 
and served for five years as district Deputy Grand Pat- 
riarch. He was a member of Canton Lafayette, and 
of the Past Grands Association of Knox and Lincoln 
Counties. 


He had served for many years as auditor for the 
Baptist Church, holding that office at time of death. 
He was also auditor for the Warren Telephone Com- 
pany. 

A farmer, his hobbies were making a collection of 
the Warren Town Reports, dating back to 1867, and the 
collection of biographies and historical works. He was 
a voracious reader of articles in the daily newspapers 
as well, and preserved a big clipping list.

In response to many inquiries on taxing additional 
items in this assessment, we should like to point out the 
general assessment rule - “Anything of value, not 
specifically exempted by law, is taxable.” That a 
specific item was not taxed this year, does not mean 
that it can’t or won’t be next year. Conversely, specific 
items taxed this year may not be taxed next year. 


An individual may resent new items being added 
because of fear of increasing his share of the tax load. 
This is not the usual case. It usually means a given 
amount of tax will be spread over more items, thus re- 
ducing the tax load on any one thing. 


A fairer distribution of the tax load among all of 
the taxpayers is the primary aim when increasing the 
number and variety of items placed under tax.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
Warren 1953 


“Health is not an individual but a community prob- 
lem because the health of each individual affects the 
health of his neighbor.” Dr. John McNeel in Building 
America’s Health. 


Throughout our nation more than 25,000 public 
health nurses are making their daily rounds working 
hand in hand with physicians, health officers and other 
workers in the health field. 


The value of public health nursing has long been 
accepted in Warren and much assistance has been giv- 
en the nurse in planning and carrying out programs for 
the promotion of health, pagvention of disease and the 
correction of defects. 


A great deal of consideration through the year was 
given to child health services. The public health nurse 
worked with children in clinics, schools and _ child 
health conferences as well as in the homes. 


During the spring three child health conferences 
were held with Dr. Frank Kibbe and Dr. Fred Camp- 
bell in attendance. Forty-eight children were exam- 
ined. The series of diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus innoculations and booster doses were offered 
as required. This must mean, when taking into ac- 
count the number of children who have been immuniz- 
ed by their own physicians, that a good percentage of 
the pre-school children in Warren have received pro- 
tection against the preventable communicable diseases. 


A school immunization clinic was held in March. 
Seventeen children were given small pox vaccinations. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING (continued) 


Twenty-six children were innoculated against diph- 
theria, whooping cough and tetanus. Most of these 
were booster immunizations. 


School physical examinations were given this fall. 
Dr. Campbell examined children in grades two, five, 
eight and eleven. High school students planning to 
participate in athletics were also examined to deter- 
mine their physical fitness for these activities. 


Conferences have been held with teachers to con- 
sider health problems of school children. 


The Warren Health Committee members have ac- 
tively participated in the program. Regular meetings 
of the group have been held during the year. 


The Knox County Chapter of the American Red 
Cross stands ready to offer six lesson courses in both 
Mother and Baby Care and Home Care of the Sick. 
Both courses are recommended as having very valuable 
educational content. The first course should be par- 
ticularly interesting to young women. 


Sincere appreciation is offered to all who have so 
generously volunteered their time and services to the 
health program during the year.

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Report of The School Building Committee 


The three-room addition to the Warren Grade 
School, which was constructed during the Summer of 
1953, was financed through the Maine School Building 
Authority. The Lease Agreement with the Maine 
School Building Authority was approved at Town Meet- 
ing in March 1953. Following the signing of the Lease 
Agreement, the Maine School Building Authority auth- 
orized the local School Building Committee to construct 
the addition within the limits of the money available 
and according to the plans which had been previously 
approved. 


The School Building Committee found that con- 
tractors were not interested in bidding on the project 
for the amount of money available. The Committee 
not only found it necessary but also believe that the 
work was done more cheaply by employing a Master 
Builder. Consequently, the work was done under the 
supervision of a Master Builder with the Town Man- 
ager acting as purchasing agent. It is the opinion of 
the Committee that more has been accomplished by this 
method for the money expended. This opinion seems 
to be substantiated by the fact that the lowest bid for 
excavation and foundation work was $5800.00 while the 
work was done for less than $3900. 


In starting the construction the Committee had to 
delay until nearly closing time for school in June as the 
work involved the original building that was being used 
by the school. The Committee also was faced with the 
necessity of completing the addition in time for the 
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BUILDING COMMITTEE REPORT (continued) 


opening of school in September as the additional rooms 
were necessary in order to start the new school year. 
The Committee succeeded in having the rooms ready in 
September but the urgency of completing them may 
have contributed a small amount to the cost. 


The following work on the Warren Grade School 
was accomplished; a three-classroom addition, toilets, 
repiping of the heating system in the older sections of 
the building so that the entire building is heated by one 
plant with individual temperature controls in each 
room, installation of a new boiler which is sized to al- 
low for future needs, complete interior redecoration of 
the older sections of the building including the kitchen 
and original dining area, enlargement of the dining area 
in the basement, relighting of the two oldest rooms in 
the building, installation of a Modernfold Door between 
two of the new rooms and gravel surfacing the grounds. 
The Committee also equipped the new rooms with the 
necessary furniture. 


A condensed financial statement follows. The final 
accounting with the Maine School Building Authority 
is not to be made until July 1954. A future report will 
be made to the citizens after final settlement with the 
Authority.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Warren. 


I wish to submit the following report for the Muni- 
cipal Year of 1953-54. 


The enrollment in the grades has shown a greater 
increase this year than was anticipated. There are 
forty-eight more pupils in the grades than there were 
a year ago. It was necessary to establish two new 
teaching positions last September, making a total of 
seven teachers for the 242 pupils. The enrollment for 
September 1954 will be nearly 270, making it necessary 
to add another teacher. The enrollment in the grades 
in Warren has increased more during the past eight 
years than would be expected in the average town. In 
1946 the enrollment in the grades was 154 while by Sep- 
tember 1954 it will be approximately 270 or an increase 
of about 75% in the eight years. The number of teach- 
ers will have increased from four to eight during the 
same period. 


The unexpected increase in enrollment is making 
it necessary for the town to deal with problems in the 
coming year that were not expected until 1956 or 1957. 
There are seven classrooms in the Warren Grade Build- 
ing and an eighth room will be needed for next Sep- 
tember. The School Department has considered the 
following ways of providing the room: 


(1) Asking the town to finance another addition 
to the Grade School. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT (continued) 
(2) Reopening the Mathews Corner School. 


(3) Using approximately one-half of the base- 
ment in the 1949 addition as a classroom. 


The School Department has rejected the first so- 
lution as it does not believe that the town should be 
asked to make another large capital expenditure after 
financing the 1949 and 1953 additions. The reopening 
of Mathews Corner is not recommended as it would 
not be as desirable in any way as a classroom in the 
basement. The School Committee recommends that a 
classoom be finished up in one-half of the basement in 
the 1949 addition. The construction of a partition and 
the installation of lights and heat would provide an 
acceptable classroom. The advantage to the town, 
financially, will be the elimination of a cost of $300. to 
$400. per year for conveying the pupils from Mathews 
Corner to the Grade School for lunch. The School De- 
partment has asked the Maine School Building Auth- 
ority for permission to make the changes necessary to 
provide a basement classroom. A Special Article will 
appear in the Warrant regarding this question. 


The budget recommendations for the ensuing year 
show a larger than usual increase over those of any 
preceding year. The budget as submitted is a mini- 
mum budget. The increases are due principally to the 
following: 

(1) Two new teaching positions were establish- 
ed in September 1953 and another will be necessary for 
September 1954. 


(2) Salary increases, particularly, those necessary

to conform with the new State Salary Schedule that 
becomes effective July 1, 1954. 


(3) The increased cost of operating the Grade 
Building since it has been enlarged. 


(4) The need for furniture to accommodate the in- 
crease in enrollment. A financial statement for the 
past year follows this part of the report.

For the second year, Warren children have received 
sodium fluoride applications for the partial prevention 
of dental decay plus mouth health education.

February 1, 1952 To February 9, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Warren has been completed for the municipal year 
ended February 9, 1953. The audit included an exam- 
ination of the records maintained by the Selectmen, 
Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, Town Clerk, Treas- 
urer and Tax Collector. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash 
transactions as well as an analysis of revenues and ex- 
penditures. The result of the year’s operations show- 
ed that available funds exceeded expenditures by 
$3,085.08. However, overdrafts were noted in various 
appropriation accounts, (Exhibit D.) Unexpended and 
overdraft balances are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $8,636.04 
Overdrafts 5,000.96 


Net Unexpended Balances $3,085.08 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute, except in cer- 
tain instances where emergencies arise in highway ac- 
tivities, and then only to the extent of 15% of the high- 
way appropriation. 


Revenues And Expenditures 


A comparative statement of revenues and expendi- 
tures, (Exhibit B), disclosed that for the current year

revenues increased by $4,131.38 as compared with the 
previous year. Expenditures for the same period in- 
creased by $8,247.02. Following is a summary of the 
differences as compared with the 1951 year:

The excise tax reserve of $2,228.67 represents ex- 
cise tax collections which are being carried forward for 
future allocation. It has been the practice of the muni- 
cipal officials to use excise taxes to reduce the tax levy. 
It is believed this transaction should be authorized by 
a vote of the townspeople. 


At the year end the wunappropriated surplus 
amounted to $12,285.30, or an increase of $3,240.66 as 
compared with the previous year. This increase was 
occasioned principally by the excess of available funds 
over expenditures. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects the outstanding notes and 
bonds of the town totaling $28,661.50 (Schedules A-8 
and A-9), which are to be retired from revenues of fu- 
ture years. 


The proceeds of a note for $5,661.50 negotiated in 
January, 1953, and used for reconstruction of Starrett 
Bridge, was authorized by the townspeople at a special 
town meeting in December, 1952. 


Trust Funds 


Transactions affecting the various funds held in 
trust by the town were reviewed. The fund princi- 
pals of $55,847.48 are represented by stock and bond in-

vestments of $55,578.76 and demand deposits in the 
Thomaston National Bank amounting to $268.72. The 
unexpended income of the various funds are invested 
in stocks and bonds in the amount of $14,271.81, demand 
deposits and time deposits in the Thomaston National 
Bank totaling $1,551.26 and $256.59 respectively and a 
time deposit in the Augusta Savings Bank amounting 
to $96.53. 


Scope Of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked 
to determine the accuracy of handling cash transac- 
tions. The system of internal control was reviewed as 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Revenues and expenditures were 
examined by methods and to the extent deemed neces- 
sary. Letters of verification were utilized to determine 
the correctness of tax and tax lien accounts. Trust 
fund transactions were reviewed. Insurance and bond 
coverages were examined. Excise tax collections were 
verified by examination of the copies of the receipts 
retained by the collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements.
